Dependent claims 2-1 2, 1 4-56, 58-62 do not contain any features which in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements 
of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT) 
since their subject matters relate to the results of simple optimization processes.

The last page of the application comprises some paragraphs which imply that the 
subject-matter for which protection is sought may be different to that defined by the 
claims, thereby resulting in lack of clarity (Article 6 PCT) when used to interpret them. 

Re Item VIII. 

9 Although claims 1 , 1 3 and 57 have been drafted as separate independent claims 
they appear to relate effectively to the same subject-matter and to differ from each 
other only with regard to the definition of the subject-matter for which protection is 
sought or in respect of the terminology used for the features of that subject-matter 
The aforementioned claims therefore lack conciseness and as such do not meet the 
requirements of Article 6 PCT. 

The subject-matters of claims 10, 14, 15, 19, 28, 29, 30-37, 42 and 58-62 do not 
meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT, since they simultaneously specify different 
temperature ranges for the target temperatures. 

A similar objection applies to the subject-matter of independent claim 1 ("or")
